Notes for Booklist Contributors 


\We quote below parts of letters which have been re- 
ceived approving and disapproving the idea of reprint- 
ing the Booklist in the Dial each month. The plan will 
come to the Publishing Board for consideration at the 
annual meeting in Louisville, June 21-27. This gives 
vou time, if you have not already expressed your 
opinion, to write the Booklist and have your ideas 
count in the final decision. 

“The present form of the list is convenient, but in 
view of the general movement towards conservation of 
energy and resources, it would be true economy to 
make the change. The identity of the list would not 
be lost because you might publish annually in a single 
volume a cumulation from type which could be kept 
standing. 

Printing the list in the Dial would have the 
double effect of bringing it before a large number of 
new people, and increasing the usefulness of an ex- 
cellent paper, by extending its circulation to the pres- 
ent subscribers to your list.” 

“T am sure that it will add much to the value of the 
Dial and at the same time widen the influence of the 
Booklist.” 

“*The Dial wishes to reprint the Booklist each 
month, &8x11——-.’ Certainly. The sooner the better.”’ 

“It is a perfectly splendid idea to reprint the A. L. 
A. Booklist in the Dial. To be sure, I thought how 
awkward the form would be at first, and it would be 
very awkward for consultation in our library, but I 
think the loss in convenience would be more than com- 
pensated by having the prominence given to the list 
throughout the country.” 

“T heartily approve of the plan of the Dial to re- 
print the book list but I strongly protest the change in 
size. Cannot some scheme be worked out so that the 
present size of the bulletin can be retained ?” 

“This would have my most hearty approval, pro- 
vided due credit were given to the source, which, I as- 





sume, of course, would be the case. It would be a 
means of publicity for the whole library movement, 
and would tend to secure the co-operation, in the gen- 
eral work of libraries, of a class of people whose influ- 
ence ought to be felt more than it is in library affairs 
in this country.” 

“T protest, with emphasis, against any increase in 
the size of our nice little A. L. A. Booklist. Please 
don’t! It is so easy to handle, all the bound volumes 
just fit the shelf! It goes in my handbag easily.” 

“The present form was deliberately selected for its 
convenience. The list is easily slipped into the pocket 
(even the bound volumes are not too large for this) 
and it can be conned and studied at odd moments with- 
out destruction. An 8”x11” sheet would have to be 
folded and destruction would immediately begin along 
the crease, while the bound volume would be impossible 
for use excepting indoors at a desk. 

I question the advisability of the A. L. A. Publish 
ing Board affiliating so closely with any single outside 
body, especially a literary and critical journal. I fear 
it means the beginning of the end of what has been a 
thoroughly independent and a very useful publication. 
Certainly it is desirable that the list should be given a 
wider circulation, but why should the privilege of print- 
ing it be restricted to the Dial?” 

“The specific purpose of the Booklist would not be 
better fulfilled by incorporating its material in a literary 
journal. To what extent that incorporation might meet 
a wider purpose seems problematical. Subscribers to 
the Dial who are not library people might not care to 
study a list addressed to the needs of the smaller 
libraries. Moreover, the change in form would be a 
distinct disadvantage.” 

“The proposed change in the Booklist strikes me as 
unfortunate. The proposed size is awkward and im- 
possible for the pocket. The bound volume would be 
highly inconvenient. Absorption by the Dial, or any 
other publication would be a regrettable surrender of 
independence.”
